The "Boston" and "Atlanta." 
The assault) on the John Boach war 


ships is just now renewed by some one ol 
Secretary Whitney'8 henchmen in the 
Na-vy Department who sends out by tele- 
graph a flaming story to the e0ect that 
Captain Bunce of the "Atlanta," in an 
official report "endeavors to prove that 
"the vessel is practically worthless as a 
"cruiser and is altogether unseaworthy." 
The language we have quoted does not 
purport to be that of Captain Bunce, but 
Is the interpretation put upon his report by 
the writer ol the despatch. 


As we visited the "Atlanta" this sum- 


mer and obtained a very frank expression 
of Capt. Bunco's views id regard to the 
ship, we are interested in noting that all 
the criticisms attributed to him, are di- 
rected against features of the design of 
the vessel aod her batteries, nnd, so far as 
we have observed, not against the strength 
and good workmanship of tbe vessel and 
machinery. 
^ 


The public jgenerally may not under- 


stand that the "Boston" and "Atlanta," 
as designed by a board of naval officers, 
were entirely novel and experimental, pre- 
senting so wide a departure from any 
previous 
models 
that 
they 
nat- 


urally 
became the subject of 
widely 


differing 
opiuions 
as 
to 
their suc- 


cess. A 
main 
feature of 
the design 


was the mounting of ft heavy gun at each 
end ol the ship, with low bulwarks at the 
cads to prriuft uf training the guns over 
any part of a half circle from side to side. 
ThU low free-board BO limited the space 
below decks that a superstructure was 
raised amidships to furnish quarters for 
the crew, aud covering the broadside bat- 
tery, and over it a deck lor the work- 
ing of the auxiliary sail power. 
The con- 


traction of this deck-room was objected to 
by the officers, and the low free-board for- 
ward and alt was also criticised, although 
apparently essential to the style of bat- 
tery. These matters were all discussed by 
the eminent naval experts who designed 
the ships, and no one outside of the Navy 
proper is responsible for mistakes in tbe 
plan if such have been made. 


The size and arrangement of the battery 


have been determined by the same officers 
of the Ordnance Bureau who are design- 
ing for the additional cruisers, and it is 
not a very severe reflection upon them, 
even if it proves that in the tirst disposition 
made of guns of a weight and character 
entirely new^o the service, upon aclass of 
ships heretofore unknown, a considerable 
readjustment B necessary. 


We have no doubt that Captain Bunce's 


report will be found a very candid and in- 
telligent expression of his judgment upon 
the general plan and detailed arrangements 
of his vessel; but it will be well to bear in 
mind, as we have said before, that there is 
no politic-ill capital to be made out of criti- 
cism of the designs of ships that were 
carefully prepared by the trained officers 
of the naval service.
